Over Two Hundred and Sixty 
Students Declare Choice 

In the Arts Undergraduates' ÎVn'Iely 
elections held yesterday, R. V. For- 
tune, w. K. Shep'icrd and .1. C. M. 
Duckworth were elected to the posi- 
tions of President Vico-Presldent. 
nnd Secretary respectively. Only two 
hundred and sixty-seven members 
cast their ballots, although thens wcr 0 
about four hundred entitled to do so. 
This two-third* vote is a higher per- 
centage than that of last year, be- 
ins sllBhfly ' smaller than was ex- 
pected . 

For the office of President, thore 
were two candidates, E. A. Forsey 
and R. V. Fortune. The latter had 
17Ï votes to 94 for his opponent. This 
was the most decisive victory of the 
election;. W. T". Shepherd, the new 
Vice-President polled 15S votes while 
Graeme Oonle, his rival, gained 101. 
J. if. C. Duckworth defeated T. M. 
Gordon for the Secretaryship by 150 
to 107, this being tho closest contest 
of the day. II. Mcf'bnil was elected 
Treasurer by acclamation. 

Polling was steady alt doy, being: 
greatest during the Intervals between 
th* morning lectures. The count was 
started at 5.30, the result being an- 
nounced by ••Rill" Gentleman a few 
minutes after six. Every year voted 
well, although the Freshmen were nit 
as well represented as other classes.

elation and dejection. But though we undergo a complexity ot , 

feeling, there is not — and fo r this thank heaven— even the slightest 

impression of shame, for throughout the year the name of McGill 

has been carried high above the dust of reproach and criticism, 

and though we have experienced disappointments- we need have 

no regrets.j 

But then again, or times, panoramic recollections ure not the 
best things to gaze upon. Better, it may be, to turn toward the 
east where the sun of an unborn day is to rise, letting our minds be 
filled with new hopes. The college year is almost gone., Let it 
o., But decade upon decade is yet to come, and it is for these 
that wc should plan and work and strive. We do not pretend to 
be prescient., We do not even belong to the unioa of necroman- 
cers, with their pseudo-powers of divination and augury. But yet 
we would look to the future, and- in doing so. there are a few fond 
anticipations which are foremost in our mind. The first, and w« 
believe it to be the greatest, is that there will bo art ever-increasinR 
intellectual uctrvity among the undergraduates, who have chosen 
these halls as a temporary home. Wo do not mean merely a more 
regular observance of the one-eighth rule, or an Increased effort to 
surpass all former totals of the number of hours studied by stu- 
dents during the seven and a half months of college. But we do 
mean an increased wandering in those cultural path*, which aro 
outside of the curricula, those trails which lead into pleasant realms 
of profitable recreation. We would lay particular emphasis upon 
literature, especially the drama, music, and ait We dream of 
the day when masterpieces of tho Immortals and of the moderns 
will be seen In the halls of the buildings of greater McGill ., We 
see- and this should not be a far distant hour, the purely literary 
and dramatic organizations rising, like the Phoenix, out of their 
very dust, and resuming their proper place ia university life. We 
hopefully muse on the time when the present feeble support given 
to music will swell to undreamt of proportions, carrying the best 
in this sphere of culture to the place it rightfully deserves. And 
we pray for ever greater enthusiasm favoriag all groups of men 
who gather together for the purpose of the pursuit of knowledge. 

But our thoughts do not end here, for we would see the ath- 
letic pendulum swinging this way again, bringing with it champion- 
ships, especially those on the gridiron and on the ice. The last 
few months witnessed near successes, but the grade was of an angle 
slightly too steep, and though the Red and White warriors trav- 
elled at top speed toward the end of the schedules, the impetus 
was not quite great enough to carry them over. But if they start 
next season at the rate they finished this- they should grasp vic- 
tory from the very start tJ 

And in conclusion we visualize the MdGill of the future, a 
university even greater than the great one of today, a centre of 
learning to which the young people of Canada will instinctively 
turn, a group of colleges adequately housed and equipped for the 
propagation of all branches of true knowledge. McGill is » place 
where hope can be "as boundless as the sea." But we must not 
•it with hands clasped in our lap. for only actions can bring about 
the realization of even our dearest dreams. We, the undergradu- 
ates of the present, can play a great part, and we con do no better 
than to keep before our eyes the motto which Is engraved upon 
the crest of McGill, "Grandescunt aucta labore."

Dunns the Christmas Holidays, the 
senior hockey squad opened the sea- 
son by mnktns a. tour through this 
Eastern States Ringing- four games 
with different American Universities. 

Handicapped by the lack of Ico In 
Montreal for practices, they started 
out practically a raw and inexper- 
ienced team but as the season pro- 
gressed they came up strong and fln- 
ihed with s well balanced and smooth 
^■working sextette. IaSET of practice 
before the Intercollegiate Schedule 
opened cost them dearly and whereas 
in the opening game, Varsity was In 
mldseason form, due to their ability 
to secure artificial ice for practices in 
the early part of November, the Hcd 
and White squad had only worked out 
in comparatively few practices; and 
naturally enough they were still un- 
finished and lacked condition.

Senator Beaubicn donated a hand- 
somo silver cup to bo cpotested for

two out. of three games to decide tho 
winner. 

As mentioned before, the first game 
resulted In a tio while McGill won 
the second B-l, A deciding; contest 
was thus rendered necessary so on 
March 1st, tho two rival teams clashed 
at the Mount Royal Arena, and the 
Frenchmen lost out to the Bed and 
White sharpshooters, by the score of 
6-0.

Under Difficulties 

SEASON'S ACTIVITIES 

Wearers of Red and White

Luring the fall of 1323 the kcGtl] 
Track Team a/jhicvod one of tho 
tnost well-deseryed successes in recent 
yearn, when, with a team thot was 
neriously weakened by the gradua- 
tion of several stars, the Bed mid 
White was carried to victory In the 
territory of the Toronto men. The 
meet wae one of the nota.UIe evonlsof 
tho sporting sca-son, and nhowed 
What a well-balanced aggregation 
could do, even though it might con- 
tain few men who had had long ex- 
perience on tho track. 

Several weeks before college 
opened in October, tho runners com- 
menced to work cut under tho direc- 
tion of. Coach Van Wagner, and 1» 
was not long until It was evident 
that MoCill would b© lu n position to 
put up a very strong fight against 
any team. The Saturday following 
the beginning of lectures, the J'Vcsh- 
nrniL- Sophomore Meet took place, and 
in the cour.se of It a number of the 
newer mon showed tho.l they were 
ready to atop into the places of thus'.' 
Who had graduated, 

Tho next Friday tin.' Annual Inter- 
J-'acuity .Meet was held at the St;i - 
.dlum. The weather conditions wuro 
jaltogether different from those which 
/iad prevailed tin; previous year at 
the Intercollegiate Meet, when moot 



of the track had been covered witli 
snow; a warm sun shone- on the fieid 
an4 only a suspicion of the usual 
tang of autumn was in the air. The 
races went off in fine style, and two 
of the college records wen; shattered 
during the afternoon. These were the 
marks for tho throe mile run and the 
running broad Jump, In tho distance 
event Bex Wigging clipped about 
twelve seconds off his own time, 
while in the Juirip Kennedy added 
some' distance to the mark which he 
himself had previously established I 
Kennedy van also tho individual 
winner of the meet, capturing four 
events; ho waji followed by "Bollo" 
Legg, who won both the 440-yard 
and the half mile runs. Sid Pierce 
was the winner of tho 120-yard htir. 
dies, defeating his opponents quite 
eu*ily. 

As a result of the college meel, the 
men were chosen to represent MfXjiil 
In the IntorcoUeglaXe contest at the 
Queen City on tho nineteenth of Oc- 
tober. The team included Legg, Ken- 
nedy, Pierce, Wiggins, Patterson and 
Michael in the sprints, Hurd and 
Ruben. The meet, was a stubbornly; 
fought one, and the Iwo Univorftillea' 
ran very nearly nock and neck until 
the last fow ia/,e„. when McGill 
gained tho points nccesaary to win. 
Tho Toronto men wcro outstanding 
in tho splints and In the 
polo vo.uli, while tho repi'o- 
in tho pole vault, while the t-opro- 
«on1.ut.lves of tho lied and White 
showed thoir superiority in tho 
mlddlo distances and in the weight 
events. Three intercollegiate rocordn 
were shoAtered during the aftoioon, 
and onu of I ho marks sot up wus also 
a now Cunodian record. Hid Pierce 
knocked 1-C of a second off the I line 
Of tho hurdles, and Legg succeeded 
in running the liulf-inlle race in t-il 
of a second less time than any man 
had previously done in an intercol- 
legiate track meet.

In point of time, tho first jnnltcr 
of Importance is tho annual meeting, 
it is in tho best. Interests of tho Club 
that every member turn out and 
have a volco in tho election ot the 
new officers, .for the futttro ot the 
Club depends to n very grent extent 
on tho result of these elections. The 
meeting is called for eight o'clock 
and |t cannot be stressed too greatly 
tho necessity of every member to bo 
prompt, so that there may be no de- 
lay In the evening's proceedings. 

Following tho business, which It is 
anticipated will not occupy a great 
deal of time, the meeting will turn 
its attention to tho less format and 
more enjoyable part, ot the pro- 
gramme. Mr. Brewer will apeak on 
a subject which will no doubt appeal 
to the audience, namely, "The De- 
velopment ot Modern Musio From 
Debussy. " II 0 will illustrate his sub- 
ject by rendering selections on the 
piano. Mr. Edwin Sherrard will also 
muke contributions to tho programme 
In the form of violin solos. 

The progress of tho Club since ils 
inception last year has been very 
gradual but at the same time very 
sure, and at tho present time it 
holds a very decided place among 
College institutions. It fills a. great 
need and no doubt its value will bo 
better appreciated as time goes on. 
The Club was formed by the Musical 
Association to replace the defunct 
Students' Orchestra as nn'organlza- 
tlon fostered by the Association. 

It is the aim of. the Club to have 
a room of its own where members 
can congregate to discuss music and 
imuslcal topics and to play over pieces; 
,a room where members can go any 
time and practlso; a room where 
from time to time the Club can in- 
vite musical persons to address the 
members and to join In their discus- 
sions and their musical programmes. 

At the beginning of the session a 
great deal of time was spent trying 
to secure a room but the efforts of 
tho Club were not very fruitful. The 
question of renting pianos also took 
up somo time, it was nearly Christ- 
mas time before these questions tvore 
finally settled; the arrangements mado 
were foi' the Club to have the use of 
the Music Room In the Union at all 
limes except when it was required 
for various meetings, and the Stu 
dents' Council to pay half the reniai 
cost of iwo pin nos, the other half of 
this expense to lie defrayed by the 
Club, 

Very soon after the beginning of 
ftho Second Term the pianos were 
.secured and a great deal of liao has 
'been made of them. 
, The /list meeting of the Club look 
placu on tho fourteenth of February 
at (he Consul va tori u m of .Music with 
the very kind consent of Dr. Pert'ln.' 
Ur. Pcrrin addressed the meeting 
giving his Ideas of lh 0 „i u cn an or- 
ganization, such as the Music Club 
should lake in Hie University, and 
Us possibilities. A splendid musical 
programme was also rendered. 

Throe weeks Inter „. "M ftm hors- 
Meeting" wa« held ai. which onJy 
members took part in iho programme. 
This consisted chiefly in musical 
numbers. A » Interesting featnro of 
this meeting was tho rendering of 
some two-piano selections. ,

INTERCOLLEGIATE DEBATES 
FEATURE PROGRAM OF "LIT' 



Three Sessions of Mock Parliament Held Much Oratori- 
cal Talent Brought Out Impromptu Speaking for 

Talbot Papineau Cup ■ Interclass and Interfaculty 
Debates — — Debate* with Oxford, Varsity, Queens, 
Cornell and Dalhousie. . . 




In the I>a»$ debating and public 
*pcaklnir h«n been glve-.i n very minor 
plnco among activities nt McUlil. In 
this respect Iho university falls fin" 
behind tho cxamplo not by English 
college*. Durtnsr th* hint two ov 
three years. hoM'çver, Utero is ». con- 
stantly Increasing Importance IicIiik 
nMncCiWI lo thei Literary nnd Diftatlng 
Society which, fonlora nil Intrr-faculty 
irml InlercoKeRlato debating, Iho Mock 
Parliament and tho Impromptu Speak- 
ing Content for tho Talbot Pnplncau 
Cup. During ihU session over n 
hundred nnd t'wonty-fivo 'students look 
part in Iho nctlvlllen of tho "Lit." 
These represented tho boat oratorical 
tnlent In the university. An U evi- 
denced by this largo number, the op- 
portunity for developing tho capacity 
for speaking In public was Ivy no 
means wasted . 

DEBATING 

In Ha dccUton lo onllil the sonices 
or a debating conch this session, the 
axcciitivo of tho "Lit." look a. wise 
step. Tho duties of coach wero taken 
over by Mr. T. W. T,. MncDcrmolt, 
a former Rhodes Scholar from McGill, 
who is now on the teaching staff of 
the university. Ho ,11^ m „ c h In help- 
ing Iho various npcalters lo 'develop 
whatever talent tCicji pofsoascd and in 
remedying defects, -which dtractoA' 
from (ho effectiveness of thnlr oratory 

In choosing the beat debaters In tho 
college a. method or elimination -was 
used. From each rnctilty, In separate 
contests, wcro c'.ioson tho better 
speakers. These mon afterward.? re 
pre-cnlod the University In the inter- 
collegiate debates which wore held 
during the session. 

The first debata was hcidon October 
lTth. when Ponroso, Forsey and Bat- 
shaw mot tHe orators of Oxford toy 
whom they were beaten. The debate 
was held in the Convocation Hall of 
tho Royal Victoria College before a 
largo audience. Tho receipts from 
this contest produced for the society 
a revenue that enabled it later to 
send a team to Toronto and another 
to Cornell Unlvorslty at Ithaca, N. T 

Four men Tvcro sent to Cornell, 
Batrfiaw, Porta], Shophertl and Lloyd. 
Two Cornell men wcro paired off with 
two members of tho McGill team; the 
resultant quartetts arguing on the 
merits or socialism. At Toronto, the 
Varsity debaters received both the 
judge*' decidon and the popular vote 
when the value of tho League of Na- 
ttons was undor fire. Batshaw and 
Portal wero the McGill representa- 
tives. Toronto supported the League. 
On the same nig'.it, in the Union 
Baljl room, tho aamo .-mbjoct wnô 
'being debated, though on this occa- 
sion McGill undertook to provo tho 
utility ot tho League. Shepherd and 
Lloyd spoko for McGill, but Queen's 
proved themsdvos (Cio bettor speak- 
ers. Speaking against Dalbousio. 
1'ortaj, Hatshaw and Lloyd were onco 
again defeated. This debate brought 
the activities of tho society to a. closo. 

In addition, there should ho men- 
tioned the Intorclasfl and interfaculty 
debates wCileh served as the field of 



Commarcn nnd Theology were en- 
tered. Tho faculty debaters wero 
chosen from Iho Interclasn c^anhes. 
When tho competition was over, 
Science men wero the victors. 
MOCK PARLIAMENT 
The Mock Pnrlfniqnt mot throe 
limes during tho scrsIoii, l.wlco before 
lb* Christmas holidays nnd onco In 
February. It. was oiiglnnlly Intended 
thai, tho Parliament should meet four 
times but it was found necessary to 
cnnco'i' tho fourth «esslon due to Hie 
proasuio of limp. This year, the 
.Mock I'atiamont which has in seasons 
past been fenturdfl by humour nnd' 
burloaqiiq. wan made a serious affair. 
It wan feared by many that thl* 
would detract from the Interest, usu- 
ally dlnplnyot In It, <but, the fearu of 
tho Hcoptlcs wero rot to nougftt. for 
taken n.n In «11, tho «étalon 1 » seemed 
more popular than In prevloun yenrs. 

Bort Wollfl, who wafl prlmo minister 
at tho first sosidon, managed to keep 
-ils porty In power until after the se- 
cond term mooting, when tho Ccnlro 
Party, under Howard O'Hagan. 'de- 
feated tho govornmonl. Harry Bat- 
îfhaw lod tho opposition during the 
first two meeting*. C:i tho occajlon 
of tho first session tho "Daily" com- 
mented editorially as follows: 

"During tho past few years, the 
Mock Parliament, ha* won for it- 
self a place of great prominence 
in tho sphere of undergrad acti- 
vities. Tho floor of the '.louso is 
a veritable school .for those who 
are desirous of training them- 
selves In public speaking and 
many men In the. past havo bene- 
fitted by the advantages whlcîi It 
offered." 

The following "joint manifesto' 
issued by tho parties g<ve.« some Idea 
of the nature of the work undertaken 
by the •parliament: 

",The fullest freedom I» to he 
jrlven to each speaker in the ex- 
pression of Ciia view.;. The Par- 
liament iwill liave bean unqualifi 
cdly successful If nuch views are 
presented in brilliant language 
and with genuine wit limited only 
by tho speaker's own ability to 
present bie views in a clever man- 
ner. But on the other hand, 
elaborate display of bur'esque. the 
Introduction of clownish charac- 
ters, and buffoonery that Is en- 
tirely irrelevant, ia in no wise to 
be desired, detracting, as it does, 
from tho real clement of student 
dobato and discussion that should 
prevail." 
IMPROMPTU SPEAKING ' 
A cup has been donated to the So- 
ciety by MM. P.. R. Rcford for Im- 
proinptu speaking. It is known as 
tho Talbot Papineau Memorial Cup, 
and Is competed for annually .Eight- 
een men entered the contest this year, 
which was held on March the 1SEV. 
A. N T , .Tanes wm declared to bo the 
best 'speaker. Janes spoke on the 
necessity of restricting Immigration 
Into Canada. One year previously, 
Bugdno Forsey, speaking tn exactly 
tho same topic, was also awarded the 
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V^/e arc speaking 
particularly to the 
young man of mod* 
crate income. He 
wants to be just as 
proud of Her ring as 
he who spends a 
thousand dollars.
